Boston had several Dime Museums and Nickel Theatres, including Austin and Stone’s Dime 
Museum and Austin’s Nickelodeon (1888, both illustrated on earlier pages). There were also two 
independent institutions that used the name New Dime Museum: one (above, 1882) occupying 
the ground floor of Horticultural Hall on Tremont Street, the other (opposite), located on the west 
side of Washington Street above Boylston Street. The advertisement “seats free” was probably 
meant to distinguish the museum from the policy at Keith and Batcheller’s Mammoth Museum 
(1884, illustrated later), where admission was also ten cents but seats cost an additional five 
cents. All of these dime museums, active during the 1880s, catered to family audiences.

The resident stock company of the Boston 
Museum became nationally famous and 
toured widely. The most famous production 
at the Museum was, in 1878, the first 
appearance in the United States of the 
Gilbert and Sullivan opera H.M.5S. Pinafore, 
nearly a year before it was seen in New York 
(left). This ignited a“Pinafore” mania that led 
to a sustained interest in Boston for the later 
Gilbert and Sullivan operas. (At least five 
Boston theatres opened with Gilbert and 
Sullivan productions.) This passion also 
resulted in a performance by a cast of Boston 
children, words and music complete (below), 
which was followed by children’s companies 
playing other plays such as Evangeline and 
Uncle Tom's Cabin. This “Children’s Pinafore” 
was immortalized by Louisa May Alcott in 
her story, Jimmy’s Cruise on the Pinafore.”

The Lion Theatre was built in 
1836, on the site of the Lion 
Tavern along Washington Street. 
The Lion Theatre was an 
equestrian theatre, so every play 
included scenes for horses, 
which performed on a dirt floor 
in front of the main stage, 
where the orchestra seats would 
ordinarily be placed. 

The Lion was short-lived, being 
replaced in 1839 by the 
Mechanics’ Institute, a lecture 
hall, and then in 1840 by the 
Melodeon, a concert hall that 
was owned by the Handel and 
Haydn Society. 

In 1878 the building was 
refashioned as a conventional 
theatre, the Gaiety, and then 
once again in 1882 as the Bijou 
Theatre, one of the most 
distinctive theatres in Boston's 
history. 

A portion of the Bijou building 
survives, though not the theatre 
auditorium; it was recently sold 
to Emerson College for 
redevelopment for use by its 
theatre department.

The Bijou Theatre, which opened in 1882 after a complete renovation of the Gaiety Theatre 
building, was one of the most distinctive theatres in Boston's history. The Bijou was the first 
theatre in the United States to be lit with electric light. An intimate second-floor theatre with 
about 800 seats, the Bijou was decorated in Moorish or Egyptian style, with a unique round 
proscenium. It opened with Gilbert and Sullivan's fofanthe, and remained a home for British, 
American, and French operetta.

In 1885, within a year of 
establishing their dime 
museum, Keith and 
Batcheller had taken 
control of the Bijou 
Theatre and moved their 
Mammoth Museum two 
doors to the north, to the 
ground floor of the build- 
ing that housed the 
second-story Bijou Theatre. 
One admission secured 
admission to both the 
theatre and the Gaiety 
Musée (named for the 
Gaiety Theatre that 
preceded the Bijou). The 
Bijou presented contin- 
uous variety perform- 
ances — and thus became 
the first vaudeville theatre. 
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The term Vaudeville 
did not originally 
suggest a variety 
entertainment, as 
the term was to be 
applied by B. F. 
Keith in the 1890's. 
The Vaudeville 
Saloon was in fact a 
refurbished 
Boylston Hall, which 
was situated 
upstairs in Charles’ 
Bulfinch’s Boylston 
Market, at the 
southeast corner of 
Boylston and 
Washington Streets.

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The Aquarial Gardens was first 
established in 1860 on Bromfield 
Street, near Washington Street, not 
far from the Boston Music Hall. 
Shortly afterward it moved to 
Central Court, on the site that was 
later occupied by the Jordan Marsh 
department store (below), when it 
was renamed the Boston Aquarial 
and Zoological Garden. A theatre 
was installed, first for aquarial- 
themed performances, but later for 
a conventional fare of comedies, 
farces, and variety acts. For a time 
it was run by P.T. Barnum, who 
introduced displays of human 
oddities and more elaborate stage 
performances. By about 1866, 
theatrical performances took 
precedence over the aquarium, and 
eventually gave rise to the Adelphi 
and the Theatre Comique, where 
some noted performers appeared 
in legitimate plays and ballet.

When the old library building was demolished, homes had to be found for the animals in the zoo. 
A baby bear was adopted by the Tavern Club, which was and remains a private theatrical club 
located on Boylston Place, along the side of the library building. Not long afterward the bear 
outgrew its new home and had to be given to a zoo, but the Tavern Club retained the bear as its 
mascot or emblem. Inside the entrance archway to Boylston Place there is a sculpture of a bear in 
formal dress that alludes to the Tavern Club's bear.
